CLAIMS DAMAGES CAUSED 
BY BOMBARDMENT IN SAMOA

One Negro Resisted. 

Messrs. Jones and Maddox, after secur- 
ing warrants, went out to Pittsburg yes- 
terday morning for the purpose of captur- 
ing ail of the negroes indicted. But little 
difficulty was experienced in locating the 
ones wanted, and the arrests were made 
with the assistance of several men who 
accompanied the deputies. 

The only negro who gave the officers 
any trouble was Wili Richardson. When 
Deputy Sheriff Jones approached him, 
Richardson made an attempt to baracade 
himself behind a counter in the store 
where he was found, but was checkmated 
in this move by the officer who caught 
one of the negro’s arms and snapped a 
handcuff on his wrist. 

Even this, however, did not have the 
desired effect and Richardson made some 
show of resistance. A revolver of large 
caliber staring him ‘in the face brougnt 
Richardson to a better understanding of 
the situation, however, and the capture 
Was complete when Deputy Sheriff Mad- 
dox secured the other wrist with another 
pair of handcuffs. 

After the arrests were made the negroes 
were escorted to the street railway track 
and placed on the first car bound for tne 
city. They were then taken to the Tower 
and assigned to cells to await trial. 

These arrests, it is understood, 
first move to be made in an effort to 
break up what is claimed to be one of the 
worst settlements in the city. It is said 
that the negroes in Pittsburg openly vow 
that no whites shall be seen in that sec- 
tion of the city after dark, and during the 
past week one man was set upon and 
beaten almost senseless by a mob of 
young negroes.

CASE WAS PARTIALLY HEARD YESTERDAY 


Will Be Taken Up Again This After- 
noon at 3:30 O’Clock in Office 
of the Ordinary. 


The case of the creditors of the estate 


of the late Mrs. Lula Brightwell, petition- 


ing for an adminstrator, and at the same 
time objecting to the petition of the 
husband that he be appointed as such, 
came up for hearing before Judge W. H. 
Hulsey in the ordinary’s office yesterday 
afternoon, but went over until this after- 
noon at 3:30 o'clock. 

All the parties interested were present, 
and considerable time was consumed in 
preliminaries. It is probable that the 
case will be finally disposed of today. 

In June last Mrs. Brightwell died, leav- 
ing an estate of some value, and imme- 
diately after Mary C. Osborn filed a peti- 
tion asking that the administration of the 
estate be vested in the county adminis- 
trator. 

W. A. Brightwell, husband of the de- 
ceased, then filed a caveat, objecting to 
such an appointment, and at the same 
time asking that he be selected by the 
court as the proper person to take charge 
of the estate of his wife. 

Mrs. W. A. Osburn and 8. C. Glass, 
claiming to be creditors of the estate of 
the deceased thereupon filed caveats ob- 
jecting to both petitions. The court was 
requested to appoint Mr. Glass adminis- 
trator, and several interesting charges 
were made in the caveats. 

It was set forth that Mrs. Brightwell 
owned equity in a parcel of land in the 
county under a title bond, the value of 
which was said to be about $8,000. It was 
alleged that the deceased still owed $2,900 
on this preperty. 

The caveators further alleged that the 
deceased, in order :to uefraud creditors, so 
it was claimed, had transferred her in- 
terest to her son, Charles Brightwell, for 
a pretended consideration of $1,500. 

It was alleged that this son claimed he 
had furnished his mother with ‘necessities 
to the amount set forth, and in considera- 
tion of this, she had made the transfer 
of the property to him. Claim was made 
by the caveators that the mother was un- 
der no obligation to her son, and that 
the transfer was prompted by other mo- 
tives. 

These charges have all been. denied 
and some interesting developments are 
expected. All the parties interested are 
well represented and the case will doubt- 
less be warmly contested.
